Restrictions 
Seen After 
War Is Over 


Washington, March 11 —M1)—The 


N a t i o n a l Resources Planning 
Board called on-the country today 
loday lo sleel ilself for a continu- 
ance of wartime restrictions for 
months after hostilities cease, bul 
held • ut beyond lhal hope for a life 
of unrivaled abundance. 


Simultaneously, il proposed a so- 


cial insurance system designed to 
assure all Americans against want 
from birlh lo death and an econo- 
mic structure in which the govern- 
ment would be a partner in certain 
major industries and labor would 
share in business management. 


The board's far reaching recom- 


mendations were presented by Prcs 
idenl Roosevelt yesterday for "full 
consideration during this session" 
to a Congress which thus far has 
rcjecled a presidential request to 
give the board funds to continue 
its planning work after next June 
10. 


In a message transmitting the 


reports, Mr. Roosevelt said: 


"We can all agree on our objec- 


tive and in our common determina- 
tion that work, fair pay and social 
security after the war is won must 
be firmly established for the peo- 
ple oC the United Slates. We need 
to look forward to the accomplish- 
ment c! these objectives — world 
peaco, democratic 
society and 
a 


dynamic economy. We must not 
return to Ihe inequities, insecurity, 
and fears of the past, but ought 
to 
move forward 
towards the 


promise of the future. 


The recommendations were cov- 


ered in two weighty documents, an 
Blpage, 
50,000-word "Post 
War 


Plan and Program," and a 
C40 


page, 400,000-word report on "Se- 
curity, Work and Relief Policies." 
The latter expanded in detail upon 
abundant-life aspects sketchde 
in 


the former.

Army troops all but completed the 
encirclement of Vyazma loday and 
lefl Ihe Germans only a narrow 
corridor for retreat tosvard Smo-

The pincers aboul Vyazma was 


tightened by the capture of Isa- 
kova, IS miles southeast of the cily 
on the Vya/maKaluga railway, the 
Russians said. 


Advancing

wide front west of Gzhatsk, Ihe So- 
viet forces were pushing forward 
with the utmost speed. 
Field ob- 


servers said the Germans 
were 


falling back upon prepared posi- 
tions around various setllemenls, 
digging in their tanks as pill-boxes 
and utilizing streams and forests 
as defense lines. 


Red Star said a- fight raged all 


day at one important water barrier

Army forces boke Ihe Nazi

fenses at Iwo points, captured sev- 
eral strongly fortified settlements, 
and forced the Germans to retreat.

equipment, the newspaper said.

Army troops were pressing heav- 
Army troops were pressing hacv 
ily upon Ihe invaders was south of 
Lake llmcn, the government news- 


paper. Izvestia said. 


Izvostia announced that Marshal 


Semeon Timoshenko's forces driv- 
ing along Ihe highway from Dcm- 
yansk had taken StaroRamushcvo 
and were now within 15 miles of the 
big German base al Slaraya Russia, 
the former health resort near Lake 
Ilmcn's south shore. The 
news- 


paper said the Germans were with 
drawing from the palh of the Soviet 
advance under cover of intense ar- 
tillery and mortar fire. 


The Germans are throwing num- 


erically superior forces against the 
Soviet lines south of Kharkov, Ihe 
Russian noon communique said lo- 
day, and reported a "ferocious en- 
gagement" was being waged. 


"In a large populated place, Rcci 


Army encircled a battalion of Ger- 
man automatic riflemen and 
a 


large group of tanks," said the 
war bulletin. "Our units destroyed 
15 tanks and wiped out 400 Hitler 
iles." 


Earlier, the Russians had report- 


ed their troops were continuing on 
the defensive south and southwest 
of Kharkov as the 17lh week of Ihe 
Soviet winter campaign began. 


The communique also 
told of 


German 
counterattacks 
west of 


Rostav, where Ihe Red Army has 
been striving to push on to Tagan- 
rag. Rut the Nazis, it was said, 
were thrown back, leaving more 
than 100 dead on Ihe battlefield. 


Northwest of Kharkov, in 
the 


territory west of Lgov, the Rus- 
sians said they killed more than 300 
Germans in a clash for a rail sta- 
tion and that scouts set fire to a 
fuel train behind enemy lines. 


t In a commentary on Axis rela- 
tionships, the noon communique de- 
clared 
German aulhorities 
had 


hanged a selected group of Italian 
soldiers in the public square of a 
town in the Orel rcgian after beat- 
ing up a trainload of their satellile 
soldiers because they refused lo 
fight.

Says 2,000 Nazi 
Plants Wrecked 
by RAF Bombers 


London, March 11 — (/P) — The 


RAF's ceaseless 
bombing offen- 


sive, now showering German Eur- 
ope with fire and explosives at the 
rule of more than 10,000 
tons 
a 


month, already has wrecked more 
than 2.000 German factories 
and 


left more than 1,000.000 Germans 
homeless. 
Air Minister Sir Archi- 


bald Sinclair told the 
House of 


Commons loday. 


Declaring lhal photographs 
re- 


connaissance showed that Ihe raid 
on Essen, home of Ihe Krupp ar- 
senals, on Ihe night of March 5-6 
"probably was the heaviest blow 
struck at German war industry in 
the whole of the bomber 
offen- 


sive," Sinclair disclosed that al- 
ready 4,000 tons of bombs 
have 


been dropped on the Reich 
this 


month.

Bill Reaches 
the Senate 


Washington, March 11 


Overwhelmingly approved by 
the 


House, the bill lo extend Ihe lend 
lease 
program 
another 
y e a r 


reached the Senate 
loday 
along 


wilh a report that this help to other 
nations fighting the Axis now totals 
$9,632,000,000. 


The report, by administrator E. 


R. Slettinius, Jr., said this figure 
was attained by the transfer 
of 


$1,977,000,000 worth of lend lease 
goods in the quarter end March 1. 


"Almost as much aid was pro- 


vided in the last six months as in 
the previous 18 months," he said, 
adding: 


"In the lasl 12 months we shipped 


to our Allies, under lend lease or 
in fulfilment of previous direct pur- 
chase conlracls, 30 out of every 100 
bombers we produced, 3 oul of 
every 100 fighter planes, 28 out of 
every 100 light tanks and 33 out of 
every 100 medium tanks." 


Whether the Senate 
can 
get 


around to consideration of the ex- 
tension bill today was uncertain, 
bul an the basis of the 407 to 6 
vote ay which it swept through the 
House yesterday it appeared likely 
it would be ready for the 
presi- 


dent's signature within a week.
